F irst, th a t K ane bad failed to regis- * 
ter bis e ar in New Jersey; second, 
th at he failed to pay the tax im posed 
on non-residents, and third, th a t he 
failed to file with the S ecretary of 
State a pow er of attorney.

provision w as to enable residents who 
had suffered Injury at the hands of 
non-resident m otorists 
to 
prosecute 
th eir claim s for redress in th at sta te 
instead of being compelled to follow 
the non-resident to his home 
state,

The causes which have led to th e 
m etam orphosis of the fishing industry 
along the coast, although varied, per­ 
haps, to some extent, are in reality 
extrem ely simple. 
The decline of the 
shore fisherm an cannot be laid a t the 
door 
of 
Dem ocratic 
adm inistration, 
nor even attributed to th e great Bu 
ropean war. 
Tile causes are closer 
home and upon careful consideration, 
are strikingly apparent to anyone who 
has any knowledge of the industry. 
Roughly, they may be characterized 
as em anating from two m ain sources: 
1. 
Legislative. 
2. 
Industrial. 
These broad causes of the decline 


place w ith hook and line. 
They had 
sm all bait seines and large dip-nets 
w ith w hich they were enabled to catch 
th eir bait. 
But with th e passing of 
the new law only th e Lorn p ara could 
be used effectively for catching bait, 
and a Lorn para a t from $350 to $700 
is beyond th e reach of th e sm all fish­ 
erm an.

hooks, the shore fisherm an w as able 
in a few hours to catch seven or eight 
hundred jiounds of halibut, yellow- 
tail, sea and rock bass. 
T his last 
year a fisherman m ight have laid a 
troll trom San Juan Pioint 
to 
San 
I’edro with little m ore than a gam ­ 
bler's chance of catching th at num ber 
of fish in the entire distance. 
The first net th at was successfully 
used to catch these fish was the three- 
wall net. or more comm only known 
as the tram m el-net. 
The first net of 
this kind which was used 
in 
th ese 
w aters was m ade about tw enty-five 
years ago by two Italians from San 
Pedro, who constructed 
tw o 
pieces 
and set them just outside of Dead 
Man's Island. 
R unning 
these 
nets 
twice each day these fisherm en w ere 
able to obtain from eight hundred to 
a thousand pounds of halibut per day. 
Today it would be alm ost im possible 
to catch as m any fish w ith less than 
thirty or forty pieces of sim ila r web­ 
bing, and that only for a few w eeks 
annually. 
Trawl Introduced 
The tram m el net, how ever, w as soon 
found to be insufficient to rob the 
depths fast enough, so an e n te rp ris­ 
ing firm instituted, or rath e r in tro ­ 
duced, the traw l or drag-net. which 
for a tim e served 
its 
purpose 
and 
wrought more havoc in a few years 
upon the halibut particularly than the 
tram m el-net had done in its exist- 
ance. 
These 
traw ls, 
or 
drag-nets, 
have a coarse tw ine sm all m esh bag 
which drags along the bottom and 
picks up big fish, little fish and even 
the 
spawn, 
dragging 
its 
valuable 
load through the sticks, shells and 
trash that lies along the eea-bottom , 
to the total annihilation of every atom 
of anim al life w ithin its encircling 
meshes. 
The d rag n et, effect ive as it w as, 
however, was soon to be replaced by 
law by the Lonipara. an even dead­ 
lier rival tor honors in th e w ar of ex 
term ination upon the finny denizens. 
The Lompara. or round-haul net is 
handled from a good sized launch and 
is generally laid around a school of 
fish in the early m orning when the 
w aters are quiet enough to perm it of 
vision. If toe school be too large for th e 
boat to handle, a p artn er is signalled, 
and soon another vessel is loaded to 
the gunwales to steam to San Pedro 
and sell to ail already glutted m arket 
at perhaps 25 cents tier box. 
Law Insight Needed 


Yet w ithal the 
restrictio n s 
which 
have been placed 
about 
him , 
the 
shore fisherm an at tim es succeeds in 
landing a good haul through th e surf. 
Fish are selling at a good price and 
he is jubilant and has hopes of m ak­ 
ing a p aym en t on th at 
note 
upon 
which he has been living for the past 
few m onths. 
But when he goes ‘o the 
m arket or receives his check he is 
told the m arket is “g lu tted .” and his 
big ton and a half haul has netted hint 
but a cent «tnd a half a pound, 
lf he 
is fortunate 
enough 
to 
pass 
the 
Scylla of the cannery b oats on th e one 
hand, he lias still to s te e r clear of the 
Chyribdos of the m ark et on th e other. 
Suffice it to say th a t th e shore fisher­ 
man has little or no chance of “getting 
by." 
The m arkets are 
organized. 
The 
fishermen are not. 
The m ark ets act 
as a unit to fix th e price w hich the 
fishermen shall receive and the pub­ 
lic shall pay. 
The fisherm en act only 
as scattered individuals and 
receive 
just what the m arket cares to pay. As 
an illustration: 
L ast N ovem ber 
at 
one tim e there w as a big run of smelt 
at Newport and while th e fisherm en 
w ere engaged 
in 
h arv estin g 
their 
m arine crop while the 
sun 
shone, 
cam e a num ber of teleg ram s which 
read 
“Whip no m ore fish until fur­ 
th er notice.” 
And th a t w eek a Los 
Angeles firm advertised a special sale 
of sm elt for Friday a t 20 cen ts per 
pound! 
W hat few fish th e fisherm en 
were successful in g ettin g into the 
m arket they received as high as 
2 
cents per pound for. 
Prior to the organization 
of 
the 
California Fruit G row ers E xchange a 
few years ago. th e grow ers of citrus 
fruits in C alifornia w ere confronted 
by just such a condition of 
affairs. 
How often 
cam e 
those 
telegram s 
which read: 
“C ar No. ------- arrived 
Boston 80 per cent decay. 
Obliged 
to dump on track .” thoueands of grow ­ 
ers will today testify. 
T hen cam e the 
organization and the producers began 
to act as a unit. 
N eedful law s w ere 
enacted, m arkets extended and 
the 
product 
properly 
distrib u ted . 
Co­ 
operation brought 
success 
out 
of 
failure and saved an industry. 
An erganization built along sim ilar 
lines m ight save th e ind u stry of shore 
fishing and do m uch to p ro tect the re­ 
m aining contingent of yellow -tail, sea 
and rock bass. 
T h at th is plan has 
been already contem plated w as evi­ 
denced recently by ten ta tiv e plans for

I’rior to six years ago there w ere 
no laws concerning dragnets w hatso­ 
ever and for m any years m any trara- 
rael-nets were in use w ith as sm all as 
a 5*4 inch mesh, which perm itted the 
catching of a fish as sm all as 2 1£ to 
3 pounds in weight. 
D uring 
these 
halcyon days everything w ent 
th at 
had 
scales. 
Then 
the 
legislature 
passed a law abolishing the tram m el- 
net but perm itting the use of d rag ­ 
nets. 
Two years later the law w as 
again changed perm itting the use of 
tram m el-nets of a 
9-inch 
m esh, 
or 
over. 
The next legislature abolished 
the drag net entirely, m aking 
it 
a 
m isdem eanor to have one in posses­ 
sion, reduced the size of the tram 
mel net mesh to 
inches, m ade if 
against the law to seine tor anv fish 
other than sm elt, prohibited th e use 
of any d ip n et over ID inches in c ir­ 
cum ference for use in catching bait 
and m ide it illegal to use any Vind of 
a net w ithin 750 feet of a w harf, jetty 
or pier.
